of Illinois," the same were not however ;o be 
sold for )e*a than their far valuo, such wi « the 
direction of the aet nnder which tbe • feint* 
were appointed."

Upon the •.u.eetKin of ratification the Mart 
wid,"theonly remaiutig inquiry I* whether 
any «ubi*qn*nt aet, •«9nif«n>ar«F f>r ntfl sutof 


consent or approval. They are in judicial lan- 
guage, "inconsistent with any other supposi- 
tion," and thus " the presumption may become 
violent and even conclusive." Now that con- 
duct which in a merchant or other individual 
who is cognizant of his own aft'airs, or able to 
interfere at any time in disavowing the abuse 
uf his confidence, would indicate, that ha did 
not thus disavow or disapprove of his ngents 
conduct, is not significant in the same innnner 
ofthe will of a sovereign government which 
must act according to its" constitution and laws, 
whilst the people know the acts of its agents 
only through its representatives.'1 
The court 


there said, " it was well replied by the Attorney 
General that all the state officers together, in- 
cluding the Governor, the auditor and the fund 
coinroitaionera, could not innkeauch a contract 
as thi« ; and therefore tho could not ratify it 
directly, much less indirectly by acts signify ing 
acquiescence." 


In the same case as reported in 2J Hill Re- 


port, the court says, " Tue appellant relies on 
the fact that the Governor, after he know ofthe 
Contract, signed the bonds and caused them to 
be delivered, and that some of thu public offi- 
cers of the Shite acted iiniler theContract.draw. 
inn for money and receiving pay meiit*. But the 
difficulty is, that the Governor was no more 
than the agent of thu State, and he as well as 
the Commissioners, acted under a limited au- 
thority : and the same remark is applicable- to 
the Auditor and other public officers. None of 
them had authority to make such contracts a* 
these were ; and if they could not maku them 
originally, they could not ratify them. 
Ratifi- 


cation must o»:ue. from the principal—the State 
of Illinois." The Court said farther, " What 
haa the State done by way of sanctioning tho 
contract*7" 
Thu answer is, "Nothing."— 


Tho Legislature has neither declared the con- 
tracts valid, nor done any act in affirmance of 
them. But it is suid, ttmt long acquiescence, 
or even mere silence, may sometimes amount 
tu a presumptive ratification ofthe acts of an 
agent; and that is undoubtedly true. 
(Story 


on agency, 246, 250. ad Kent, 614.) 


But before we infer anything from the mere 


silence of ihe principal we must look into the 
nuturu ofthe original trmionction, the relations 
between the parties, their habits of business 
and the usages of trade. 
Under particular cir- 


cutustanc>'A the silence of the principal for a 
very few days after he is advised ot un ttctdouo 
by theageut, mayftimmnttostrong presumptive 
evidence itf ralificHti.n ; especially where such 
silence has a tendency to inisieiid thu opposite 
party. 
But " tho Court says" it will never do 


to apply BO rigorous a rule where a State is tue 
principal. I agree that when u-Stnte engages 
iu trade or makes contracts, it must, for most 
purposes, be regarded in the same light as nn 
individual. But n State cannot act in thu euiim 
form nor with the same prompituile us nn in- 
dividual. 
Tbe Legislature does not usually 


meet more than once in a year : and when as- 
sembled, time must be given for maturing pu- 
blic acts. Tho appellant knew tho character 
of tho party with whom he was denling, and he 
had no right to expect that tho State woulil 
move with the celerity of a merchant in Pearl 
or a broker in Wall Street. 
Now what wan 


done in this cnse'( 
One of tho contract* was 


made, in April, and the other in May, 1S19, and 
the Legislature did not aiisumble until the win- 
ter following. There was nothing in tho menu- 
time which could, upon any just principle, bu 
construed into u ratification of the contracts." 


Now your committee most respectfully sub- 


mits that if tho case of the contract with Mr. 
Proudfit had btten under the consideration of 
those courts, no language could have been used 
clearer, or inure concise, in showing the illegal- 
ity ofthe contract, and that the State ia in no 
wise bound by the same. 
Every principle in- 


volved in this caso from the time of letting this 
contract to Mr. Proudfit has been fully and 
clearly adjudicated and determined in the case* 
from which your committee has made so full 
and important quotations. It is not in the power 
of language tu portray more clearly and truth- 
fully the actual condition and rights of this 
State under Mr. Froudfit's contract than it has 
been done in the opinion* ofthe court in thu 
case* cited. Your committee can but again ex- 
press their entire confidence, iti thu fact that 
this State is not bound by that contract, and 
express surprise that its legality and validity 
are at all insisted upon. 


The course ofthe several officers in this case, 


ia to the minds of your committee, ofthe moat 
startling character. 
A degree of licence baa 


been useumed in this casu. which if followed iu 
other interests affecting this state, would lead 
to its utter prostitution and ruin. 
From the 


evidence adduced before your committee it 
would seem, that the commissioners, through 
ignorance or design, had tailed in almost every 
instance in following out the requirement* of 
the law. The testimony of the commissioners 
before your eoitimitteu does not at all agree 
with their reports to the Legislature, and they 
either have wilfully intended to deceive and 
mislead the Legislature, or else they are so en- 
tirely ignorant of their dutiea nnd ofthe conse- 
quences likely to arise from their omcial action 
thnt thu immediate interference ofthe legisla- 
ture is necessary tit protect the interests of the 
State. The evidence, including thu estimate* 
made of tho expense of this overshadowing in- 
stitution is *o voluminiims, that it is impossible 
thnt it bu embodied in their report, but can on- 
ly accompany the same. It it necessary, how- 
ever, and proper to call attention to some por- 
tions of it in ordes to show the general charac- 
ter of this financial transaction. The evidence 
shows that all thu plans, specifications and draw- 
ings necessary to any person desirous of making 
estimates ami bids, were not lieru tnoi» than 
three or four days previous to tbe opening of 
the bid*, although some of them were here for 
several days lunger. It appears from the evi- 
dence that it would take at leant* week or ten 
days to make estimates upon those plan* and 
specifications »» a basis for bidding, before even 
an Approximation could be made toward a full 
understanding of what was necessary to be done, 
and it is certain that for tbe abort tiuie they 
were here before the letting ofthe contract nn 
five or ten persons desirous of bidding could at 
the saino time have accees to them to make 
their calculation* upon. 


It appear* from the testimony that diver* 


persons were desirous of examining these plane 
and spocin'oation*, with a view to make bid* 
for th« contract and could get no acce** to them, 
either becau*eth#y were out here or because 
they were concealed. The intention ofthe law, 
in ordering an advertUemegt of the letting of 
tbi* contract, for six week* previuui to such 
letting, was that the plan* and specification* 
during that whole time •hould be open for in- 
spection, in order that ampla time might tn» af- 
forded for* fell and fair explanation, and felt ep- 
portunity offered to all person* to make raeh 
estimate* •• the import*no* nf the ea*«demand- 
ml. The notice itself wa* blind. ItadvwrtrMd 
for proposal* for letting tbe contract for the 
whole banding, before it wa* determined by 
the eommlMioner*.*)* one of tbe ooomlftfiman 
and other witneHe* awear. whether they wo'd 
let tbe contract for tbo whole,« only a part of 
th* A*7lu». WttM.m who called fM Infi.r-

As tbe result of that effort on my pnrt, (ns I 
must think,) made in good faith as a law-abid- 
ing citizen, my residence was surrounded by it 
large company of inebriated men, and myjamily 
iitnultfd in the mast Tu/gar manner, and after- 
ward titty came before, my mill-door, when one. of 
them made a most brutal assault on my person.
